Is this the start of 
an Olympic dream?

SOUTH Petherton teenager Brett Harrison is on the way 
to his own Olympic dream this weekend as a member of 
the Somerset Schools Athletic Association, when he takes 
part in the AVIVA English Schools’ Athletic Association 
track and field championships at Gateshead International 
Stadium. 

At only 14, he is officially the second fastest 100m run¬ 
ner in the south west for under 15 boys and 12th in the 
UK with a time of 11:54 so far, and loves to run. 

A student at Stanchester School, it was thanks to his 
mum, Claire Bacon, that he was steered in the right di¬ 
rection to hone his talent. 

She too was sprinter and had been a member of the 
Yeovil Olympiads Athletics Club. She knew that Brett 
would get special coaching there. Claire said: “If I had 
been one of those mums who didn’t know the Olympiads 
were there, he may not have got the help and facilities 
that he needed. 

“It is great there because there are all ages and the 
adults help the younger ones, it is like a big family. I so 
enjoy going to watch him train. It is hard to find a good 
athletics coach, there is too much emphasis on football 
and most are volunteers, but we have found one in Exeter 
who will give him one to one.” 

Brett has been through various stages of competition, 
each time being chosen in the top three, the last being the 
South West Schools Inter County Championship where 
he excelled in the 100 and relay. Now he is one of only 
25 going to the nationals, three from his school, were he 
competes today and tomorrow, representing Somerset, 
with the finals being on Sky TV. 

The young sprinter said he realised he was fast when 
he used to play football. When the team he played for 
folded Brett decided to focus on his running. He said: “I 
really love to run and train twice a week, it fills up your 
weekends and I like travelling to other places and meet¬ 
ing more people. I used to eat a lot of junk food but I’m 
trying to do better now and I go to the gym at Stanchester 
too.

“I do get nervous but I think it’s a really good experi¬ 
ence to go up to Gateshead, I hope to get to the Olympics 
one day. The best thing about running is when I get a per¬ 
sonal best, I always want to get it down next time.” 

Brett added that his friends have been very supportive 
and the school has helped with the travelling expenses on 
this trip. He has paid for his own kit but for the future, he 
would be grateful for any sponsorship. Although he has 
his Olympic dream, he does have a practical side and for 
a career he would like to be a policeman or a PE teacher.

permission to erect three 
illuminated pharmacy 
signs. 

Neighbours and town 
councillors objected, as 
did their South Somerset 
colleagues, prompting the 
health team to submit a 
scaled-down application 
for two signs with only 
one illuminated. 

The South Somerset 


planning officer consider¬ 
ing the latest application 
noted: “The Health Centre 
is a relatively large mod¬ 
em redbrick building situ¬ 
ated next to the hospital, 
which is situated in a pre¬ 
dominantly residential 
area. 

“It is a pleasant residen¬ 
tial area and there is very 
little signage for the hospi¬ 


tal or the health centre, 
which, together with the 
landscaping of the site, 
helps to preserve the char¬ 
acter of the area. 

“The proposal has been 
amended by reducing the 
number of signs, deleting 
the internal illumination 
and altering their materials 
and form.” 

Recommending ap¬ 
proval, the officer con¬ 
cluded: “The proposed 


signs would now be tradi¬ 
tional in their design, form 
and material and relate 
well to the building.” 

■ SOUTH Somerset plan¬ 
ners also granted a certifi¬ 
cate of “lawful 
development” to the health 
centre in May, paving the 
way for the new pharmacy. 

Doctors hope to open 
their new pharmacy this 
summer.

PROUD parents and 
young athletes had a 
great time during the 
annual Crewkerne Jun¬ 
ior Triathlon competi¬ 
tion at Henhayes field 
on Sunday.

THE CHARD Regeneration partnership is 
working with Henry Boot Ltd to finalise a 
legal development agreement which will help 
to identify the most appropriate ‘end user’ to 
kick-start town centre development. 

According to South Somerset District 
Council (SSDC) regeneration officer Zoe 
Harris, all indications are that there are a 
number of major operators vying for this at¬ 
tractive opportunity. 

Henry Boot Ltd was appointed as develop¬ 
ment partner for the regeneration of the for¬ 
mer ACI/Boden Mill site after its preferred 
scheme from public consultation was ap¬ 
proved by SSDC’s district executive in Feb¬ 
ruary this year. 

Since then, SSDC, in partnership with the 
Home and Communities Agency, Somerset 
county and town council have agreed heads 
of terms with Henry Boot Ltd - successfully 
fulfilling the first of many milestones re¬ 
quired for development to take place. 

The respective teams are now putting to-

gether a development agreement to clarify 
exactly what is to be achieved onsite to secure 
additional retail, public space, increased foot¬ 
fall and strong links to Boden Street and ex¬ 
isting retail and attractions in the heart of the 
town. 

Shaped by local residents and businesses, 
The Chard Regeneration Plan shared the aim 
to draw shoppers and trade back into the 
town’s centre, retaining these customers and 
provide more of a destination shopping expe¬ 
rience for visitors from further afield. 

At a recent meeting, an agent working with 
Henry Boot Ltd has indicated strong compe¬ 
tition from major retail operators to become 
the agreed ‘anchor’ store for the scheme, es¬ 
sentially making viable the wider regenera¬ 
tion and town centre improvement included 
in the overall scheme. 

In addition to the 45,000 sq ft food store, 
these improvements include substantial phys¬ 


ical redevelopment of the Boden Mill site 
with additional retail units, residential, a town 
square, undercroft parking for nearly 300 cars 
and refurbishment of Boden Mill for a variety 
of uses including retail, commercial and res¬ 
idential. 

Councillr Jo Roundell Greene, chair of the 
Chard Regeneration Scheme Board said; “It’s 
no surprise to us that Chard town centre pres¬ 
ents such an attractive opportunity to larger 
retail providers n the Chard Vision highlights 
the towns potential. 

“The key has been to ensure their interests 
are aligned with those of existing retailers and 
residents. 

“We need to make sure quality public realm 
is delivered and that the additional footfall 
generated is dispersed throughout the town 
centreis existing retail core. 

“The town’s traders, who form part of our 
town team, accept this pedestrian connectiv¬ 
ity with the existing centre is a major strength 
of the proposed scheme.”

CALVERTS, a family 
owned furniture store, 
was established in 1944. 
Over 60 years of success¬ 
ful trading have seen us 
grow from a small shop 
into the impressive 
25,000sq ft store we are 
today. Through all this 
time we have retained the 
values of our founder. 

The Calvert family had a 
business in Sunderland 
until the early part of the 
last century. The Great 
Grandfather of the pres¬ 
ent owner of Calvert's of 
Taunton founded it with 
his brother. 

At the turn of the 20th 
century, it was the largest 
store outside London. It 
had a frontage of over 
200 ft and covered four 
floors.

Dennis's father, 
also called Dennis, was 
superstitious,and didn't 
want to open on the 13th. 

Dennis Snr. and his wife 
Annie, cycled to work as 
there was no petrol, due 
to the war. Their eldest 
son Alan joined the busi¬ 
ness in 1945 after leaving 
school. He served cus¬ 
tomers, did the accounts, 
unpacked stock and de¬ 
livered in the evening - all 
for the equivalent of 50p 
per week! He became a 
director of the company, 
moving to Penzance, 
Cornwall on his marriage 
in 1955. 

Dennis (the present 
managing director) 
joined the company in 


1954, his wife Heather, 
who is also a director, 
joined in 1960 and started 
the fabric dept., which 
has gone from strength to 
strength. 

When the store first 
opened, there was great 
uncertainty about 
whether it would be 
bombed, being so close 
to the railway station, but, 
ever the optimists they 
persevered. 

Furniture and all the 
stock were very limited as 
you could only buy goods 
with special dockets. Cus¬ 
tomers who had their 
homes bombed bought 
furniture with their dock¬ 
ets and asked if Calvert's 
would store it for them. 
Dennis Snr. said of course 
we will, provided I can put 
it in the window! This was 
how they were able to 
display furniture in their 
windows. 

"Customers are very 
loyal, and with many of 


our younger customers, 
we also supplied their 
parents and in some 
cases Grandparents" 

From the small 1000 sq. 
ft shop Dennis and Annie 
started in 1944, it has 
grown into the impressive 
25,000 sq. ft store it is 
today. As shops on either 
side closed, so Calverts 
grew by buying the va¬ 
cant properties.

Road deaths and serious injuries 
up, road safety spending down 


FIFTY councils in England saw more than a ten per cent in¬ 
crease in killed and seriously injured (KSI) crash rates* between 

2010 and 2011, according to 1AM analysis of the new road ac¬ 
cident figures*2. 

The biggest increases in KSI numbers were in St Helens - 62 
per cent, Portsmouth - 57 per cent, Stoke on Trent - 57 per 
cent, and Coventry - 51 per cent. A further 76 councils saw in¬ 
creases in the KSI rate above the national average of two per 
cent*3. 

Local councils in England slashed their road safety budgets 
by 15 per cent *4 (£23 million) last year compared to average 
spending cuts of just six per cent for other council services. 

In London the biggest increase in the number of KSIs was in 
Croydon where they rose from 87 in 2010 to 109 in 2011,25 
per cent, while the biggest decrease was in Bexley where KSIs 
decreased from 68 in 2010 to 49 in 2011, down 28 per cent. 

Islington overtook Camden to have the highest rate of KSIs 
per vehicle mile of all the London boroughs, after KSIs rose 
from 81 to 100. 

Overall, the annual number of people killed in road accidents 
has increased by three per cent, from 1,850 in 2010 to 1,901 in 

2011 .This is the first increase since 2003.The number of people 
reported killed or seriously injured has also increased by two 
per cent to 25,023 from 24,510 in 2010 - the first annual in¬ 
crease since 1994. 

Despite the increase in KSIs last year there has been a 23 per 
cent reduction in deaths and serious injuries on England's 
roads over the last five years*5. The majority of councils have 


seen significant decreases in the numbers of KSIs over this pe¬ 
riod. However, fourteen councils have seen increases in the 
number of KSIs, the biggest being in Southampton, 
Portsmouth, Reading. 

1AM chief executive Simon Best said: "It is concerning that 
road deaths and serious injuries rose last year. Road accidents 
usually drop during an economic recession, so this rise after 
continuous reductions over the last ten years, is particularly 
concerning. 

"Ministers should take this as a serious warning. Cutting road 
safety education and reductions in local authority spending all 
suggest that road safety isn't a major priority for this govern¬ 
ment. We need targets on reducing casualties for local councils 
so that performance can be checked. This would help make 
sure that councils look at new and innovative ways to save lives 
on our roads."

Johnson adds quartet to the squad 


Y EOVIL Town manager Gary Johnson 
continues to build his squad for next 
season with the recent signing of 
four new players; two with bags of experi¬ 
ence and two youngsters looking to make 
their way in the game. 

Striker James Hayter, who scored 107 
goals for Bournemouth over 11 years, in¬ 
cluding five consecutive seasons as lead¬ 
ing scorer, moved to Doncaster Rovers in 
2007, where he notched another 35 goals. 
However, the 33-year-old was released in 
May and joins the Glovers on a two year 
contract. 

Johnson has also added experience at 
the back through former Bristol City de¬ 
fender Jamie McAllister who made 210 ap¬ 
pearances over six seasons for the Robins.

In each case he has stepped up to the 
plate and proved himself, and that must be 
a credit to Redknapp as well as Caulker. 

Already an England U21 international, I 
have no doubt that he is on manager Roy 


Hodgson's radar as one for the future. 

That success was recognised this week 
by his inclusion in the Great Britain 
Olympic football team managed by Stuart 
Pearce. 

What a great opportunity therefore for 
Caulker and the other members of the 18- 
man squad, all but three who are under 
the age of 23, to gain experience of play¬ 
ing at international level. 

It is unfortunate therefore that the 
Olympic football competition has been 
overtaken by the call from that part of the 
celebrity driven public to hang Pearce 
from the Tower of London for omitting 
Beckham from the team. 

Yes there are three over aged players, 
Ryan Giggs, Craig Bellamy and Micah 
Richards who were as Pearce explained, 
selected on merit and recent form, neither 
criteria of which Beckham met. 

No one can deny that Beckham's name 
and hard work helped to secure the Lon¬ 
don Olympics, nor that he has not been a 
great ambassador for British football. 

However, whilst a good footballer, he 
was never great, and can't be compared to 
countryman Paul Gascoigne, let alone leg¬ 
ends like George Best and Pele. 

He doesn't even play in the Premiership, 
preferring to make his mark in the US with 


Los Angeles Galaxy. 

Of course he would have loved to have 
been involved in the Olympics which is 
close to his birthplace of Leytonstone, but 
he did say that he only wanted to be con¬ 
sidered on merit, and not be picked be¬ 
cause they want someone to sell shirts. 
Well he has, and he wasn't! 

Des Kelly in his column in Saturday's 
Da/YyMa/Y brilliantly summed up the neg¬ 
ative result of Pearce's decision. 

He described it as this week's episode of 
the Goldenballs soap opera,"a never-end¬ 
ing saga of mind-numbing celebrity te¬ 
dium, where sport is reduced to Vicky 
Pollard sound-bites". 

Despite Beckham's East London accent 
that gives the impression that he is not the 
sharpest button in the box, he obviously 
has a good brain in that head, and is aware 
exactly of how to win over people in order 
to line his pockets. 

Unfortunately for him, 'Psycho' did not 
read the script, and the Beckham farewell 
party has not materialised. 

The fact is Beckham was not good 
enough, so let's knock this on the head 
now. 

The Olympics is a sport, not a sideshow 
for celebrities, so let's stop this whining 
and support the true Olympic spirit!
